When our able and diligent L.O.C. Fork & Blade Editor called me just 
before our starting on the Blue Ridge CARavan, he wanted to know why more 
of the Ford Country folks were not showing up for the LOC West National 
Meet.

We were treated to a look at tha 
that beautiful car in Gatlinburg when it was rolled out of Dr. Heath's 
covered car trailer, where it had reposed for а couple of days after 
being imobilized. "Tough luck Charlie, but there's always a next time." 


Even though outnumbered ten to one by late model Packards and 
Cadillacs, be assured that we were right up front when the twenty mile 
mountain grades of the Blue Ridge Parkway and the high summer temperatures 
hit; you might say it separated the men from the boys, or something like 
that. Charlie Waggoner did а minor temporary repair job enroute; his 
rear motor mounts suffered а rubber/steel separation, but he was able 
to chain them down to finish the tour. Fortunately, he knows of a source 
for remolding the rubber to the móunt. Our KB limped a bit on a couple 
of the longest and hottest grades due to vaporlock. I taped the fuel line 
from pump to carburetor with some asbestos tape which seemed to solve 
the problem. Bert Fink's 1927 L always seemed to be zipping along, 
running just like a Lincoln! 


Not to be overlooked, that all time great, Dick Chapman did not 
bring his Lincoln, but was himself there, helping out as usual. (Dick, 
I didn't run out of gas....even once!) 


Two thousand mile CARavans are a test of any car and while Sue & I 
had а younger car that we could have driven, I'm happy that we took the 
Lincoln. The folks down South seemed to enjoy seeing it, and I am real 
proud of the way it performed. It seemed to be running even smoother 
and quiter at the end than at the beginning. These Lincolns are superior 
functional artifacts and ull ofmtnem, form 1921 оп up, will run on for 
ever with just a little modicum of tender loving care!
